Rock climbing 

Place to play: Lakeshore Athletic Club, 

211 N. Stetson Ave. 

Where to sign up: lsac.com 
Price: $40 orientation, then $100 for five visits or 
$160 for 10 visits for non-members. It’s cheaper for 
members, but joining will cost you another 
$132 per month. 

Time commitment: Once you pay, you can come 
when you want, and there’s always an instructor to 
keep an eye on you. The wall is open noon-2 p.m. 
and 4:30-9:30 p.m. Monday-Friday; 10 a.m.- 
5:30 p.m. Saturday; and 10 a.m.-3:30 p.m. Sunday. 
Who you’ll find: A lot of seasoned climbers, but 
they’re happy to belay a newbie, and most will 
even cheer you on. 

The workout: “Pretty much every muscle in your 
body [gets work], from your fingertips to your toe 
tips,’’ Lauren Kessler said. “You’re working your 
back. You’re working a lot of core strength.’’ 

Ultimate Frisbee 

Place to play: Chicago Indoor Sports

Time commitment: Keep checking the website 
for final details.

REDEYE 

At 40 feet above the floor on the Lakeshore Athletic 
Club’s rock climbing wall (the tallest in Chicago), you 
start to forget you’re in a building. The sneaker squeaks 
and ball thumps from nearby squash courts disappear, 
and it’s just you, your limbs and the next toehold, wher- 
ever you can find one. 

“Stand up, find your next hold,” climbing manager 
Lauren Kessler, 33, tells me from the staircase that runs 
along the wall. Below I hear shouts of encouragement 
from the other climbers. I’d come to interview them 
and, only half an hour later, found myself strapped in 
and headed up the wall. Climbing, it turns out, does 
not require the upper body strength of a gorilla, and 
suddenly here I am, trying to negotiate an overhang 
with just my hands and a pair of borrowed climbing 
shoes. Despite my usual fear of heights, I feel great, 
much better than I’d feel stranded on a cliff outside. 

The Chicago Marathon is Sunday and it’s the last 
large-scale outdoor event before most people retreat in- 
side for another bitter winter. For those who can’t drib- 
ble a basketball to save their lives, local indoor athletics 
offers sports for all skiU levels, from soccer to Frisbee. 

“The thing about indoor sports is oftentimes they’re 
boring,” said Devon Liddell, 27, a frequent rock climb- 
er at Lakeshore Athletic Club and MBA student at the 
University of Chicago Booth School of Business. “But 
here there’s always something engaging.” 

Simon Horwell, 30, a director of operations and soc- 
cer player at Chicago Indoor Sports, agrees. He said 
group athletics add a competitive element to your ex- 
ercise regimen as well as a social one. “You make great 
friends,” he said. “My best friends I have in Chicago 
now, I all met through joining a soccer team.” 

And you don’t have to be an expert. A lot of indoor 
sports facilities and organizations have classes or 
leagues for beginners as well as advanced players. “If we 
have somebody that’s just coming in, we don’t say, ‘Get 
out of here,’ ” said Jay Simon, 35, organizer for Vball 
Network, a group that plays casual Saturday volleyball 
games. “What we do is we either help them here, or 
we let them know about some other training courses.” 

Multiple players point out that indoor sports often 
can be a lot safer for beginners too. At Chicago Indoor 
Sports, there’s a strict rule against slide tackling during 
soccer games. And for newcomers to rock climbing (my- 
self included), there’s always an instructor such as Kes- 
sler to check and double check your harnesses, which 
turns a fear of heights into a passing afterthought. 

Here are a few ideas for athletes of all skill levels 
who’d rather sign up for a team or rent out a court in- 
stead of resigning themselves to stationary exercise 
equipment until March.

THE B-52 

A somewhat sweet shooter blending orange, 
coffee and cream liqueurs, this is a classic 
named after the B-52 Stratofortress plane and 
supposedly invented in Canada, of all places. 
Regardless of its origins, it requires a steady 
hand to put together. Done correctly, this is a 
layered drink, with three distinct stripes in the 
shot glass to display its maker’s mixology 
skills. Even better, a simple variant on this drink 
involves lighting it on fire for a Flaming B-52. 

Ingredients 

» ^2 ounce coffee liqueur (Kahlua tends to 
layer extremely well) 

» Vz ounce Irish cream liqueur (Bailey’s Irish 
cream provides a solid middle layer for the 
shot) 

» /2 ounce orange liqueur (Grand Marnier 
or Harlequin work nicely and will light fairly 
easily if slightly warmed) 

Directions 

This shot isn’t mixed or poured-it’s built. 
Carefully pour in the coffee liqueur to form 
the base. Next, slowly pour the Irish cream 
liqueur over the back of a spoon so it doesn’t 
disturb the coffee liqueur and forms its own 
layer on top. This step may take some prac- 
tice, as it’s easy to pour too fast and muddy 
the layers. Then use the spoon again to slowly 
layer on the orange liqueur. If you’re in the 
mood to really impress people, take a match 
and light that thing. Just make sure to blow it 
out before tossing it down the hatch.

» A dash of bitters (Peychaud’s adds a nice, 
spicy finish to the drink) 


Directions 

Pour all of the ingredients into a shaker full 
of ice and shake hard to combine. Strain into

But Sherry Paul, owner of Eclipse Salon, is notic- 
ing a different trend. She has customers coming in 
looking for a more glamorous movie-star look with 
large, soft waves, extensions and big, luxurious hair.

Full bangs and fringy hair around the face with 
lots of texturizing are a common request as well. 

Although hairstyles differ, the salons are seeing a 
common trend in the search for healthy hair. Custom- 
ers seem to be more concerned with what goes into 
their hair products as well, Paul said. Salon Eclipse is 
carrying a new product line of shampoos and condi- 
tioners called Biomega, which is sulfate free. 

And newer techniques now are available to pro- 


mote healthier hair as well. 

The Brazilian Blowout treatment, which takes 
90 minutes, lasts about 12 weeks and costs around 
$300, creates a protective protein layer around the 
hair shaft, eliminating frizz. 

The product says the end result is smooth, 
healthy conditional hair with radiant shine. 

For cheaper options, there is a keratin express 
treatment, costing about $50 and lasting approxi- 
mately four weeks. It also is considered a Brazilian 
smoothing treatment and will improve the condi- 
tion of your hair, Paul said. 

When looking for a change in hair color, Martin 
recommends getting a glaze. 

Also a keratin treatment, a tone can also be added 
to the glaze if desired. 

“It’s a minimalist approach,” Martin said. 

Half the price of regular color, the treatment lasts 
about six to eight weeks. 

“It has a really good grow out cycle,” Martin said. 

And as far as hair colors this time of year, Paul said 
most people lean toward a deep reddish, chocolate 
color. 

“That’s just a really popular color for fall, but hav- 
ing really shiny hair is more popular than anything 
right now,” Paul said.

Brunch with a Dutch accent

METROMIX 

On a shady block of Balmoral Avenue in 
Andersonville, one European accent has 
been traded for another. Where French- 
American bistro LaTache once turned 
out steak frites and French onion soup, 
you’ll now find\lncent, an eqxxally cozy 
neighborhood eatery with a few Dutch 
flourishes. In the kitchen, chefjoncarl 
Lachman is cooking up Sunday brunch 
dishes inspired by his Dutch heritage 
and time spent living in Newark. In 
contrast to what he calls the “raucous 
roadhouse” atmosphere at his Lakeview 
restaurant HB Home Bistro, Lachman 
is shooting for casual sophistication 
here. “Like a Httle restaurant you could 
walk into in Amsterdam,” he says. 

Server says ... Try the Uitsmijter, 
egg-topped brioche and bacon, and 
the Matzo Brei, eggs scrambled with 
matzo cracker and salmon (all $ 12 ). 

We say ... right on, sister. The Uitsmi- 


jter (meaning bouncer or door guard 
in Dutch), a traditional Dutch dish 
Lachman ate as a kid, is a deUciously 
melty mess of brioche sHces topped 
with melted gouda, brown sugar-cured 
bacon and sunnyside-up eggs, ^u don’t 
see the Jewish specialty Matzo Brei on 
many brunch menus around town, and 
as it turns out, this scramble of eggs, 
crumbled matzo crackers and smoked 
salmon is a Jewish specialty and a nod 
to Lachman’s mentor and friend. New 
%rk-based chef Ann Rosenzweig. 

We didn’t expect ... to be bowled over 
by the greens that accompany most of 
the dishes. The house-made tangy mus- 
tard vinaigrette is a standout. Lachman 
also makes a few jams (most recently 
whiskey-apple jam) for the Continental 
($ 10 ), an especially European collec- 
tion of croissants and breads. 

Don’t expect to find ... Pannenkoeken. 
Though there are Dutch influences, 
this isn’t a Dutch restaurant, so Lach- 


man has chosen to cook buttermilk 
pancakes with brown-sugar syrup 
rather than the Netherlands’ trade- 
mark super- thin cakes. 

Is it lunchtime yet? The lone sandwich 
on the menu is a fontina-topped lamb 
burger ($ 12 ) with fries, though an om- 
elet with pastrami, Swiss and caraway 
is a fun spin on the traditional New 
York deli-style pastrami sandwich.
